Bavarian Prince Sends

IS AN IMPORTANT 


RAILROAD CENTER 


Washington, T>. C.. 
July 25.—The 
National Geographic Society issues tne 
following war geography* bulletin on 
Soigsons: ' ' 
"The strategic importance of Sois- 


sons, a city of .14,000 inhabitants at 
the time of the outbreak of the world 
wa:-, is due chiefly to the fact' that 
It is a great • railroad center. 
It is 


siuated on the left bank of the Aisne, 
25 mileseast of Compiege and 35 miles 
west of Jlhelms. 
On the Farlii-Laon 
railroad it is 65 miles northeast of the 
capital, and -32 niiles southwest 
of 


"Before the war, Soissons was an 
Important center for the grain trade 
of northern France, and was especial- 
ly noted for its haricot beans. 
Its 
most flourishing industries, were iron 
and copper foundries,' boiler and ag- 
ricultural implement factories, straw 
hat and glass works. 
"Soissons is one of the oldest cities 


in France. 
Before the advent of the 
Romans, it was the chief .city of the 
Suei-siones, who held 12 towns of Gall- 
la Belgica. 
Dlvitlacus, one of the r 
most powerful 
kings, 
extended 
his 


s-svay even beyond the sea, along the 
Britons.
